Regional hospitaliza- 
tions, deaths remain low 

In the last 14 days, from 
April 26-May 10, there 
were 389 reported cases of 
COVID-19 in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and 
Otsego counties, the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan 
(HDNW) reported. While 
the severity of illnesses 
continues to be signifi- 
cantly less than before 
vaccines were introduced, 
the uptick represents a 
172% increase compared to 
the 14 days prior. 

Antrim County ranks as 
medium/yellow in trans- 
mission of COVID-19. The 
remainder of health de- 
partment’s service area — 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and 
Otsego counties — rank 
low/green. The rankings 
are how the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC) reports 
fluctuations in COVID-19 
transmissions. 

“The local case counts 
follow the expected trend, 
as global and national 
trends show the continued 
spread of Omicron BA.2,” 
said Dr. Joshua Meyerson, 
medical director for the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. “The 
trend includes an accelera- 
tion in cases in older 
school-age children and at 
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ant cases 
to rise 


long-term care facilities, 
both representing groups 
that congregate indoors.” 

For residents living in 
and traveling into Antrim 
County, the CDC recom- 
mends staying up to date 
on the COVID-19 vaccines, 
and to wear a mask if 
symptoms present, if you 
have been exposed to 
someone with COVID-19, 
or if you are at high risk 
for severe illness. 

“Although community 
levels in Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego coun- 
ties remain low, these lev- 
els vary, and it’s important 
to continue to use the 
available tools to combat 
COVID-19,” said Dan 
Thorell, HDNW Interim 
Health Officer. “These 
tools include staying cur- 
rent on COVID-19 vaccines 
and getting tested if you 
have symptoms.” 

Modeling estimates 
from the Commonwealth 
Fund estimated that 
COVID-19 vaccines have 
prevented more than 2 mil- 
lion death, 17 million hos- 
pitalizations, 66 million 
infections, and almost $900 
billion (about $2,800 per 
person in the U.S.) in 
healthcare costs.

County Veterans Affairs, 
which serves the many 
military veterans who are 
residents in Charlevoix 
County (and there are a 
great many more than 
probably most of us real- 
ize). 

Josh grew up in Atlanta, 
attended college in both 
Florida and South Car- 
olina, then enlisted in the 
Marines, and engaged as a 
Corporal of Marines in an 
Infantry combat unit 
against terrorists centered 
in primarily in Fallujah, 
Iraq, in the years following 
the 9/11 attack on the 
United States. He was 
wounded several times, in- 
cluding traumatic brain in- 
jury, being stabbed in his 
abdomen, among a list of 
other injuries. He was 
awarded many Military 
Awards and Decorations, 
e.g., numerous Medals and 
Ribbons for his combat 
service. 

Josh knows well how 
being in combat can have a 
significant and long-lasting 
emotional effect, as team 
members and friends are 
killed or wounded, and suf- 
fering wounds oneself. 
Many are scarred for 
years, some for the rest of 
their lives. 

One would think that 
employers are quick to 
offer jobs and that signifi- 
cant health care, including 
the needed therapy, is 
readily available — but this 
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is not always the case. 

As those of us who have 
not been in combat can 
only imagine, Post Trau- 
matic Stress Disorder 
(PSTD) is a huge problem 
that many veterans must 
continue to fight through 
over their years. Trauma 
support therapy and 
coaching are needed, sig- 
nificantly needed! There 
are initiatives to help, but 
these are not nearly suffi- 
cient, and definitely not in 
Northern Michigan where 
there is an acute shortage 
of mental health providers, 
especially for our veterans. 

Seeing the needs of com- 
bat veterans, and having a 
deep desire to serve his 
community, Josh became 
an Accredited County Vet- 
erans Service Officer, serv- 
ing Charlevoix County. His 
office is in Charlevoix at 
the Shirley Roloff Center 
Monday — Thursday, and 
on Fridays he is in Boyne 
Falls at the Sheriff's sub- 
station. 

Josh is absolutely com- 
mitted to helping veterans, 
discussing their health 
care options, their claims, 
the benefits that are avail- 
able, financial concerns, 
employment opportunities, 
their disabilities, often sim- 
ply listening to their sto- 
ries and their general 
needs and hopes. In fact, 
some are all alone today 
and cannot afford the med- 
ical and mental care they 
need. 

Thankfully, Josh and his 
family have settled here 
and this is where they 
want to be. His wife is from 
Charlevoix and a graduate 
of our schools. His chil- 
dren love Northern Michi- 
gan. We are blessed to have 
them here. 

Josh is an ardent stu- 
dent of leadership and re- 
cently participated in the 
Leadership Charlevoix 
County Program, which is 
all about highly effective 
leadership skills, the needs 
and resources of our 
county and residents, and 
how to be effectively moti- 
vated to “give back”. In 
fact, as I stated in a recent 
short leadership article, 
the best leaders are the 
givers, not the takers.

Rep. Borton approves 
smart spending, 
prepares to cut taxes 


House budget leaves 
room to reduce 


burden on taxpayers 


State Rep. Ken Borton, 
who serves on the House 
Appropriations Committee, 
this week joined the House 
of Representatives in ap- 
proving a budget to fund 
necessary public services. 

Borton praised the House 
plan for the fiscal year be- 
ginning Oct. 1, which pro- 
poses a balanced budget, 
including $1 billion left over 
for a potential tax cut. 

“Northern Michigan resi- 
dents expect our taxes to 
support the services that 
matter in our communities 
— like reliable roads, suc- 
cessful schools and police 
protection,” said Borton, R- 
Gaylord. “These essential 
efforts are priorities in the 
House’s balanced budget. 
Our plan smartly pays for 
what we need while saving 
the people’s money. In fact, 
our budget conserves extra 
funds that we can use to 
lower taxes for the hard- 
working people of our 
state.” 

Borton, vice chair of the 
Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee on Transportation, 


touted an increase of nearly 
25% for transportation 
funding in the House plan. 
The $6.8 billion Department 
of Transportation budget 
includes an investment of 
$750 million in one-time 
funding to repair local 
roads and bridges. 

For the second year run- 
ning, the House budget 
would ensure public 
schools in every part of the 
state receive an equal foun- 
dation allowance per stu- 
dent. The proposed $9,000 
per-pupil funding repre- 
sents a $300 increase com- 
pared to the current year’s 
budget. 

The spending plan ap- 
proved by Borton and fel- 
low legislators ensures 
adequate funding for law 
enforcement, with in- 
creased support in the 
Michigan State Police 
budget. The plan includes 
funding to support local 
sheriff's offices and police 
departments as they recruit 
officers to fill staffing short- 
ages, as well as resources to 
help retain current officers. 

The budget bills were ap- 
proved by the House on 
Wednesday and Thursday, 
and they now proceed to the 
Senate for consideration.

Remember fire safety again this spring 


It has been a cool, damp 
spring, but the nice 
weather will inevitably 
come and will beckon 
many Michiganders to get 
outside and clean up the 
yard, break out the ORVs 
for a ride or build a fire for 
marshmallow roasting and 
relaxing. 

But the combination of 
warm, dry weather and dry 
grasses and leaves left over 
from winter means people 
need to keep fire safety 
front and center. 

“Nine out of 10 wildfires 
in Michigan are caused by 
people, but following a few 
simple fire safety tips can 
reduce the risk for every- 
one,” said Paul Rogers, fire 
prevention specialist with 
the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources. 
Among his recommenda- 
tions for a safe outdoor 
weekend: 

- Always check for per- 
mission to burn before 
lighting a fire. In the south- 
ern Lower Peninsula, 
check with your local fire 
authorities. For the north- 
ern Lower and Upper 
peninsulas, go online at or 
call 866-922-BURN (866-922- 
2876) to make sure condi- 
tions are appropriate for 
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at

safe burning. When you do 
burn, clear the area of dry 
grass and leaves down to 
mineral soil. Keep your fire 
at least 10 feet away from 
any logs, stumps or other 
debris. 

- Never leave any fire 
unattended, even for a mo- 
ment. 


- Keep a hose or other 
water source nearby. 

- When you're finished 
burning, douse your fire 
with water, stir the ashes 
and douse again before 
leaving the site. 

- If you are operating an 
ORV, power tools or other 
machinery, remember that 


a hot muffler or engine can 
ignite dry leaves or grass, 
so keep machines away 
from those and other poten- 
tial fuel sources. Trailer 
chains dragging on pave- 
ment can also cause sparks 
that could start a fire.

Key Leadership Practices: Prompt Responses 
And One-On-One Conversations

Our team members must 
feel appreciated and val- 
ued, and we, as leaders, 
have a responsibility to 
help them succeed. This is 
a challenge in today’s crazy 
busy world with informa- 
tion coming at us continu- 
ally. Yet, it is our 
responsibility. 

When we do not respond 
as promptly as possible to 
voice calls, emails, texts, 
and other messages, people 
take this as a sign of disre- 
spect, that they and their 
work is not important in 
our eyes. In facilitating 360 
leadership assessments, I 
regularly hear good people 
lament that their manager 
does not value them, that 
they have to follow up, 
often repeatedly. 

Not good! Remember, 
happy employees do better 
work! 

If we are in a meeting, or 
in a vitally important con- 
versation, or doing work 
that must be completed 
ASAP, which would be un- 
derstood, we must, repeat 
must, let the person who 


left the message know that 
we are not available at the 
moment and will respond 
first chance. This honors 
the person. 

There is another and 
equally important respon- 
sibility we have as a leader 
— initiating regular check 
ins with our people, asking, 
e.g., 

How are you doing? 

Do you have what you 
need? 

What are your chal- 
lenges? 

How may I help? 

Ideally, these check ins 
should be a one-on-one con- 
versation, not an email. 
Stop by a person’s office or 
desk, or if a different loca- 
tion, pick up the phone. 

Try to speak with each of 
our team members weekly 
if we can, and certainly 
every two weeks if not 
weekly. After all, our re- 
sponsibility as a leader is to 
help our people learn, 
grow, and be successful. 
This is what the most effec- 
tive and successful leaders 
do. 

There are so many in- 


sightful questions we can 
ask our people, and we will 
gain a wealth of rich ideas, 
for example: 

How can we improve? 

What should be our pri- 
orities going forward? 

What are we missing that 
would help us be a more ef- 
fective team? 

What advice do you have 
for me? 

What have I not asked 
and that you would like to 
share with me? 

Realize the helpful ideas 
we will gain, which should 
certainly help improve our 
productivity and relation- 
ships, there is another very 
fundamental reason for our 
regular conversations with 
our people — we are letting 
them know we value them 
and their ideas. 

Leadership is not about 
our being great our self, it 
is about our helping others 
be great. 

In his wonderful, insight- 
ful quick read, The 100/0 
Principle: The Secret of 
Great Relationships, the 
author, Al Ritter, offers 
that a leader must develop 


and maintain constructive 
relationships with each of 
her/his team members — 
and that the only way to do 
that is with one-on-one con- 
versations. We must make 
the time to do that, and 
they need to be two-way 
conversations. We listen 
more than we speak. Not 
just hear, truly listen to 
learn and understand. Re- 
flect back what we have 
heard, and take notes, 
which shows our apprecia- 
tion and respect. 

Everyone wants to doa 
good job and be successful. 
Our mentoring, teaching, 
encouraging, and coaching 
should and can be a differ- 
ence maker for our people — 
each and every one of 
them. Our priority must be 
that we treat everyone, 
each team member and as 
many other colleagues as 
we reasonably can, with re- 
spect and dignity, and that 
means having constructive, 
helpful conversations with 
each of them ideally ona 
regular basis.

New County Health Rankings Show a Living Wage Out of Reach for Families in Counties Nationwide 


A Just Recovery and 
Economic Security 
Possible If Systemic 
Health Barriers Are 
Finally Addressed 


Madison, Wis. — As the 
nation emerges from the 
COVID-19 pandemic and 
continues to reckon with 
the intertwined crises of 
structural racism and eco- 
nomic exclusion, the 2022 
County Health Rankings 
(CHR&R) examines how a 
lack of living wages can im- 
pact a just recovery. A 
household with one adult 
and two children needs to 
earn an average $35.80 
hourly wage to meet basic 
needs such as rent and food. 
Yet, in nearly every county, 
far less is earned. A more 
than 73% wage increase is 
needed in some counties 
while as much as a 229% in- 
crease is needed in others to 
make a living wage. Jobs 
must lift workers out of 
poverty, not keep them in it. 
To ensure economic secu- 
rity for all, living-wage jobs 
are essential. 

For more than a decade, 
the Rankings’ data, evi- 
dence, guidance and stories 
have broadened the nation’s 
understanding about the 
many factors that shape 
health — factors that predate 
COVID-19 but that have cer- 
tainly been magnified by 
the generation-defining cri- 
sis. 

“The data reinforces 
what we’ve known for some 
time. People in both rural 
and urban communities 
face avoidable and system- 
atic barriers to living long, 
healthy lives,” said Sheri 
Johnson, co-director of 
County Health Rankings & 
Roadmaps and director of 
the University of Wisconsin 
Population Health Institute. 
“The struggle for economic 
security is shared across 
many communities, and ev- 
idence-informed solutions 
that address past harms, in- 
crease economic security 


and promote health for 
everyone can be imple- 
mented.” 

The pandemic revealed 
glaring structural failures 
related to economic secu- 
rity and family support. 
The Rankings found trou- 
bling issues affecting 
women and families with 
children: 

Equal Pay Is Not Just a 
Women’s Issue - It’s a Fam- 
ily Issue with Community 
Impact: Women earn little 
more than 80 cents for 
every dollar men earn, on 
average, for the same work. 
To earn the $61,807 average 
salary of a white man, an 
Asian woman must work an 
extra month (84 days); a 
white woman, 3 more 
months (103 days); a Black 
woman, 7 more months (223 
days); an American In- 
dian/Alaska Native woman, 
8 more months (266 days) 
and a Hispanic woman, 
nearly 10 more months (299 
days). Systemic gender dis- 
crimination contributes to 
pay gaps between men and 
women and keeps women 
from meeting their earning 
potential. 

Childcare Costs Exceed 
What’s Affordable: Our en- 
tire society benefits when 
the childcare system is af- 
fordable and accessible. 
Across counties, a family 
with two children spends, 
on average, a quarter of its 
household income on child- 
care. For those making the 
hourly $7.25 federal mini- 
mum wage, childcare costs 
would take up nearly all — 
or 90% — of their annual in- 
come. During the pandemic, 
the lack of affordable child- 
care forced parents — espe- 
cially mothers — out of the 
workforce and also hit 
childcare providers, who 
were disproportionately 
women, hard. The costs 
harm families’ and commu- 
nities’ well-being.
